_* momorrow the wreckers who for the last 
“wo years and a half have been busy effacing 
every line of beauty and every suggestion 
of poetry in the slumbering Dream City will 
complete their work and the South Park 
Commission will come into its own. Jack- 
gon Park will be turned over to them shorn 
‘of all but three of the buildings Which in the 
whole made an architectural gem, the like 
of which the world will not see for many a 
The destroyers have lived up to their con- 
‘tract, begging only a few days leeway for 
the finishing touches of demolition, and the 
t Statue of Liberty that once, resplen- 
- gent in gilt, looked proudly over the Court 
of Honor, today, draped in stains and white- 
wash, surveys sadly a scene of desolation. 
Approximately three years of construction 
and three years of destruction and six 
months of glory, and Jackson Park may 
again properly be said to be in the hands of 
the Park Commissioners. But it is a park 
only by courtesy. Itis a waste as forbidding 
as the tract was once glorious. 


Relics to Recall the Past. 


To be sure there are two or three relics to 

recall the past, but they look lonesome amid 

the surroundings for which they were not 
ed 


To the north stands the Art Palace, now 
the Columbian Museum, the finest of the 
yast aggregation of buildings, with its thou- 
gands of unique treasures. Over by the 
lake shore is the once beautiful German 
Ruilding in dilapidation; farther south still 
stands the sham Convent of La Rabida, ‘The 
Goddess of Liberty still stands on her lofty 
pedestal, with her cap gone and several of 
‘her fingers missing. The old whaler Prog- 
ress still incumbers the lagoon, because no- 
‘body wants to buy it. The vessel was of- 
fered the other day for $30. 

Here the reminders of 1893 end. But what 
has become of all the rest of the structures 
that once filled the park? Where are the 
millions of feet of lumber, the thousands of 
tons of iron, the acres of glass, the miles of 
piping, the forest of flagpoles, the congrega- 
tion of mundane and supra-mundane fig- 
ures the world came to see? Even the wreck- 
ers can only give a hint. 
One thing, however, is known beyond 

_doubt—there are ‘“bits"’ of the World's 
Fair at the present time all over the world— 
in Burope, in Asia, in Africa, in the two 

Americas, in Australia. 

 - Matin Buildings Burned. 

The story of the *“‘ Where”’ of the main 
buildings issoon told. In the main it may be 
told in one word—ashes. Everybody knows 
the fate of the cold storage building and 
later of the Peristyle, Music Hall, and 
Casino. Everybody, too, remembers that 
grand pyrotechnic display—the great fire of 
July 3, 1884—when the Manufactures Build- 

_ ing, Machinery Hall, the Agricuftural Build- 
ing, the Mines and Mining Building, the 
Electrical Building, the Administration 
Building, the Terminal Station, and a num- 
ber of minor structures were consumed. 
Those fires left but one article of salyage— 
‘the fron. : 

This material for the most part went to 
two placés—the rolling mills of the Illinois 
Steel company and the smelting furnaces at 
Pittsburg. The Chicago House Wrecking 
company, which paid $80,000 for the princi- 
pal buildings, had the unsatisfactory task 
of cutting the tangled iron into four-foot 
lengths for shipping. After having been 
melted by the purchasers it was again re- 
cast. The junk iron of the Fair and fresh 
ore were thrown into the smelting furnaces 
‘together, and the recording angel of trans-

PEOPLE MAY VOTE FOR THE SENATORS | 


Mitchell will Bring Up His’ Proposi- 
tion for the Sixteenth Amendment 
Tomorrow—House Would Pass It. 


Washington, D.C., May 21.—[{Special.]—Ac- 
cording to a notice given by Mitchell of 
Oregon the Senate will be called upon on 
Saturday to consider the proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution providing for the 
election of Senators by the people. This 
amendment makes but little change in the 
Constitution of the Senate itself, requiring 
that each State shall be represented by two 
Senators, but providing that they shall be 
chosen by a plurality vote of the people in 
the State, the voters to have the same quali- 
fications as are requisite for electors of the 
more numerous branch of the State Legis- 
lature. When vacancies occur in the Sen- 
ate they are to be filled by the Governor of 


the State until the next general election for | 


Representatives in Congress. The amend- 
ment was reported favorably from the Com- 
mittee on Elections two months ago, and 
Senator Mitchell, Chairman of the commit- 
tee, purposes doing all in his power to press 
it to a vote. The committee urged that the 
amendment proposes a change in the mode 
of election only and does not alter at all the 
position of United States Senators as rep- 
resentatives of the States in their sover- 


eign or political capacity. The friends of. 


the proposed constitutional amendment urge 
that the present system is a reflection on 
the honesty and capacity, or both, of the 
voting classes of the several States. 

It is shown in the report that the material 
interests of the State suffer by reason of 
protracted Senatorial contests in the Legis- 
lature, which are of frequent occurrence. 
Often these contésts are carried on not only 
for weeks but sometimes for months, and 
in many cases, besides the ill-feeling and 
actual strife, there has been complete fail- 
ure to elect, and the State has been deprived 
of its representation. The situation in Ken- 
tucky and “Delaware today is cited by the 
committee as an argument in favor of elec- 
tion of Senators by the people, and that, too, 
by a plurality vote. 

There is but little doubt of the fact that if 
the Senate could be brought to pass the reso- 
lution the House would adopt it with a hur- 
rah, and the amendment to the Constitu- 
tion would therefore be submitted for rati- 
fication by three-fourths of the Legislatures. 
and if adopted it would become the sixteenth 
amendment. 


DANCING IS PLACED UNDER THE BAN. 


Board of Public Works at Milwaukee 
Forbids Terpsichorean Features of 
a Teachers’ Entertainment. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 21.—[{Special.]— 
Following the example of the Methodist con- 
vention, the Board of Public Works today 
placed dancing under the official ban of 
Milwaukee. The Milwaukee Public School 
Art Association secured the use of the School 


‘Board rooms in the city hall for an enter- 


tainment and reception, to be held on Sat- 
urday. When the Board of Public Works 
saw that it was to wind up with a dancing 
program it at once held a meeting and de- 
cided that such a proceeding could not take 
place in a Milwaukee public building and 
forbade the dance part of the entertainment. 
The teachers are aroused and will hold the 
reception elsewhere, and they will dance. 

G. C. Trumpff, the ex-President of the de- 
funct South Side Savings Bank, was arrest- 
ed on a bench warrant and arraigned in the 
Municipal Court today. It was not decided 
whether to try him on the charge of felon- 
iously receiving deposits or perjury.

As an outgrowth of the decision by the 
national body of the military of the order 


of Knights of Pythias not to hold any na-. 


tional encampment this year because of the 
action of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion, a union encampment by the brigades 
of Wisconsin, Iowa, Illinois, Nebraska, the 
Dakotas, and probably several other North- 
western States will be held with the Minne- 
sota brigade at Minneapolis during the first 
week in September. For this union or di- 
vision encampment, the City of Minneapolis 
will carry out all the arrangements intended 
for the national gathering, including the 
raising of $5,000 in cash prizes for drills, 
etc. A similar encampment will be held about 
the same time at Columbus, O., for the Mid- 
die States, and probably another, for the 
Southern States, at Nashville. Among prom- 
inent members-’of the military department 
it is believed that this will be the beginning 
of a general division of the uniform rank 
into four sections, to be known asthe East- 
ern, Western, Northern, and Southern, the 
object being to hold union or division en- 
campments every second year and a national 
encampment every fourth year instead of 
every three years, as at present. 


INDICT OFFICIALS OF THREE SCHOOLS. 


Jacksonville Grand Jury Charges Vio- 
lation of Flag Law—Mayor and Two 
Priests Among the Victims. 


Jacksonville, Ill., May 21.—[{Special.]—The 
Presidents and Trustees of the Illinois 
College, the German Lutheran parochial 
school, and the Koman Catholic parochial 
schools were indicted today by the grand 
jury for violating the flag law. 

Among those indicted are the Mayor of 
the city and two Catholic priests, one of 
them the Vicar-General of the diocese. 

The action of the grand jury has aroused 
great excitement and the issue is awaited 
with great interest. 

The grand jury completed its labors this 
afternoon and the bills against the officials 
were among the last handed in.

der any conditions without consent of Con- 
gress. For the better part of the after- 
noon he was antagonized by conference re- 
ports, which are privileged mattets, but the 
supply soon ran out, and then‘ Hill took a 
hand in the gamé, badgering the Populists 
with motions to adjourn and to go into 
executive ses@on, roll-calls, and quorum 
counting. Hill’s experience in the New York 
Legislature was utilized to the utmost, and 
when all other means failed dreary docu- 
ments were called into play and required to 
be read at length. Hill was equal to every 
attack, and showed that he was as plucky 
personally as he was resourceful in dilatory 
tactics. Senator Allen, the Nebraska Pop- 
ulist, who enjoys something of a reputation 
as a bully, found the Tammany chief as 
ready for a ‘“‘scrap”’ as for a call of yeas 
and, nays, and as a result Butler acknowl- 
edged himself beaten for the time being, and 
the Senate adjourned with David B. Hill as 
the hero of the occasion. He had carried cn 
the fight for tw@ hours almost 
handed against the united Populists and 
silverites. 

At 5 o’clock Mr. Butler [Pop., N. C.] moved 
to take up his bill prohibiting the further 
issue of interest-bearing bonds. Hill imme- 
diately moved an adjournment, securing a 
yea and nay vote in order to gain time. The 
motion to adjourn was defeated, whereupon 
Chandler followed with a motion for an ex- 
ecutive session. Pettigrew asked leave to 
offer a supplementary conference report on 
the Indian bill. The consent being given 
Hill immediately demanded the full reading 
of the report. 


Surprise to the Senate. 


This was an unexpected move for delay, as 
the report was voluminous. 

The presiding officer, Mr. Faulkner of 
West Virginia in the chair, ruled that Hili’s 
demand was regular and directed the clerk 
to proceed with the reading of the report. 
Senators Butler, Stewart, and Allen inter- 
posed-a chorus of protest. 

Allen said he hoped the Senate would not 
violate every decency and propriety by 
these obstructive tactics. 

** What right have you to the floor? ”’ asked 
Mr. Hill, sharply, addressing Mr. Allen per- 
sonally. 

Then addressing the chair Mr. Hill added: 
** He has no right to the floor.’’ 

** Yes, I have too,” declared Mr. Allen. 
‘*I have the right to speak and 1 propose 
to do so.”’ 

‘* Others have rights as well as you,” re- 
sponded Mr. Hill. 

The tone of the Senators showed much 
feeling. Allen was allowed to proceed, and 
said this obstruction was manifestly aimed 
at a Populist measure. 

“IT am glad it is admitted to be a Populist 
measure,’ interjected Hill. 

At this point a heated colloquy occurred 
between Hill and Allen. 

The latter had continued to hold the floor. 
He spoke with much feeling, saying he had 
never known the spirit of unanimous agree- 
ment of the Senate to be violated, and the 
Senator who committed such a violation 
now would regret it. 

**] would like to know if the Senator refers 
to me,” said Hill, rising quickly. 


Cowers Before the Threat. 

There was a momentary silence, owing to 
the suggestive tone of Hill’s inquiry. 

‘What does the Senator want to know 
for?’ asked Allen, with equal significance. 

‘‘T want to know if the reference is to me,” 
repeated Mr. Hill. 

*“! referred to the Senator,”’ said Allen. 

“Then I desire to say here,’’ answered 
Hill, savagely, ‘‘ that the statement is false, 
absolutely false. I have violated no agree- 
ment and my course has been sustained by 
the Chair.’’ 

“The Senator never will be able to con- 
vince me,’’ said Allen, in somewhat subdued 
tones, *‘ that he was honest in having that 
report read.” — 

*“‘I care nothing about convincing you. I 
stand on my rights here,’’ said Hill, con- 
temptuously. 

The vote was about to be taken when a 
snarl of parliamentary obstructions was in- 
terposed. For an hour roll-calls and calls 
of the Senate obstructed business, a quorum 
disappearing on most votes. A privileged 
conference report on the river and harbor 
bill, not including the California items, was 
presented and agreed to. 

Stewart protested against the obstruction. 

Gray moved to adjourn, but a standing 
vote again disclosed the absence of a 
quorum,

The fight was the result of the intense 
hatred of the drug store for the,automatic 
machine. Ever since the automatic tele- 
phone drove out the old style 'phones m 
the drug stores and began to exhibit its 
extraordinary appetite for dimes, the drug 
store has walked around with a chip on its 
shoulder, looking for a fight. Before the 
automatic machine came into the field the 
drug store conducted its business with the 
ordinary private machine, for which it paid 
$150 with wide open privileges. If it wanted 
to make a customer pay for the use of <he 
telephone all it did was to say ‘‘ Ten cents, 
please,”’ while if the customer showed signs 
of buying a cigar or a bottle of soothing 
sirup or was a friend of the soda fountain 
boy the drug store would make no charge. 


Wanted No Red Tape. 


Besides this the drug store itself would 
want to use the telephone once in a while 
and it wanted no red tape or extra expense 
about it. 

But some time ago the automatic telephone 
made its appearance. It walked into the 
drug store’s domain, backed up against the 
wall, and. said ‘‘ feed me.’”’” Everybody who 
used it had first to dig down in his pocket 
and find a dime, and, after repeating an in- 
cantation made and provided in such cases 
by the automatic teliephone’s managers, 
would be told to *“‘dropit."’ Then the dime 
would be fed to the machine, and the con- 
versation could begin. 

The automatic machine knew no favorites. 
The drug store’s best customer, the man 
around the corner, who was always using 
somebody else’s telephone, the soda clerk’s 
best girl, and the Alderman of the ward all 
knelt before the automatic telephone on the 
same plane. They one and all paid 10 cents 
for the privilege of telling their troubles to 
the machine. And if they wouldn’t pay the 
10 cents they could simply keep their trou- 
bles. 

So the drug store declared the automatic 
telephone should go. The telephone refused. 
Then one drug store after another threat- 
ened to fight the automatic telephone and 
spoil its appetite for dimes. But they all 
backed down when it came to the scratch.

FEATURES OF THE GREAT PARADE,

Moscow, May 21.—[{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}]—While the Ambas- 
sadors and a great party of other digni- 
taries, including many ladies, were viewing 
the imposing entry of the Czar and his 
party into Moscow today at the Grand Ducal 
Palace they were scared by a fire in the 
house and chapel and vacated the bal- 
conies and windows temporarily. 

Li Hung Chang was the first to secure 
shelter elsewhere. The fire was soon 
quenched: and while their Majesties were 
passing everything was in fine shape. Thea 
ladies cheered frantically, while the Ambas- 
sadors were overcome with emotion at the 
grandeur. ‘ 

‘Nothing you can say equals the splendor 
of the entry of the pageant, the perfect de- 
tail of the arrangements, and the absence 
of even the smallest jar or inconvenience. 

The Emperor was a picture of manly self- 
possession, humbly dressed and mounted on 
a white Arab horse. The Empress in lovell- 
ness beggars description. Both of their 
Majesties were frantically cheered all along 
the line with genuine enthusiasm. 

Foreigners, not mentioning natives, even 
at this hour have hardly recovered from the 
feeling of surprise and admiration. All the 
continental empires combined could not fur- 
nish one-tenth part of the equipage which 
dazzled our eyes. The Queen’s jubilee and 
the Kaliser’s pageants are child’s play in 
comparison. The press opportunities were 
unequaled. - At the triumphal arch and Ho- 
tel Dresden the procession was separated 
from the public by a double row of soldiers. 
The police display was notably small and 
hardly equal to that of similar Berlin affairs.

Bright Sunshine and New Decorations

the New York Journal.|—Moscow, suddenly 
flooded today with brilliant sunlight, spurred 
citizens and mechanics to rapidly trans- 
form the town from a bedraggled, dripping 
waste of rope-like decorations into new and 
glorious habilaments. There are enthusiasm 
and-rejoicing. If must have cost a mint of 
money to tear down the myriad of rain- 
soaked and color-splotched hangings and 
substitute new ones, but it was all done in 
a few hours, and again the ancient capital 
is swathed in the glorious raiment. of jubila- 
tion. Sometimes whole buildings and some- 
times immense blocks are wholly hidden be- 
hind tremulous decorations of windshaken 
bunting, Russian tapestries, and Oriental 
carpets, fastened in their places with gilded 
or-silvered carved wooden devices. 

Brilliant indeed and gorgeous beyond par- 
allel was the view that met their Imperial 
Majesties when they made their solemn 
entry into Moscow between rigid but living 
walls of superbly dressed troops, cavalry 
and infantry, whose gaudy uniforms, blaz- 
ing breastplates, and shining helmets formed | 
merely the base of the line, a mountainous 
or cloud-like continuation of the same sheen 
and color rising to the housetops. Behind 
the troops were hundreds of thousands of 
dull and silent peasants in queer costumes, 
many of whom had literally walked: thou- 
sands of miles with a few kopecks in their 
pocket and only a stout staff and distended 
wallet filled. with dun-colored bread com- 
pressed of cakes of tea leaves and fat. 

Moving of the Pageant. 

At 2:30 o’clock guns boomed out. The 
procession had left the Petrovsky Palace. 
Officials headed the cortége and then came 
into the field of vision a glittering and flash- 
ing band of Oriental magnates, representa- 
tives of all the peoples of Central Asia sub- 
ject to the sway of the Czar. Theycame riding 
two and two, illustrating the vast geography 
of the empire in gorgeous garb and fantastic 
embellishments such as Tamerlane in his 
utmost grandeur never mustered. After

Equally interesting was a very fine force 
of some 500 Cossacks of the Guard, glorious- 
ly uniformed in scarlet and gold, wearing 
black conical caps with scarlet center, and 
mounted on little, weedy ZXoman-nosed 
Ukraine nags full of service. This striking 
cavalry carried carbines with the butt rest- 
ing on their right thighs, rode their horses 
withonly a snaffle bridle, and, with their gold 
and black bandoliers, looked, I must aay, fit 
to pace in front of the Czar. There were 
enough of thém to at least fill the whole 
length of the great red square from end to 
end with the blaze of their new burning uni- 
forms and little spirited brown steeds. They 
rode in files of seven, and were closely fol- 
lowed by a fine squadron of lancers with 
red spears, which they carried upright, with 
carbines slung and silver eagles on their 
caps. ; oe 

Meantime every one was awaiting the com- 
ing of the Czar himself. Far off along the 
line of the procession a gun now and again 
boomed and the distant echoes of cheering 
and martial music reached the ear. At the 
sound the bells in Kremlin took up the wel- 
come, and were answered, as it seemed, 
by all the carillons of the 2,000 
churches in the city. The air rocked 
and swung with musical and welil- 
managed tintinabulation, a good part of 
which was done by the charming silver peal 
in Kitai Gorod Church that from this mo-

At the Resurrection Gate the Czar dis- 
mounted from his horse and the Empresses 
descended from their carriages in order to 
worship at the shrine of the Iberian Ma- 
donna, the most sacred of the many holy 
symbols in Moscow. 

At the shrine their Majesties were received 
by the Grand Vicar of Moscow, who pre- 
sented them with the cross and sprinkled 
them with holy water. Their Majesties 
entered the chapel and knelt in prayer be- 


f fore the altar. At the conclusion of their de- 


votions the Czar remiounted his horse and 
the Czarina reéntered her carriage, and they 
assed through the gate of the Savior— 
fi passkiavorota—into the Kremlin, where 


- they were received with all the ecclesiastical 


pomp possible by the clergy. 

Their Imperial Majesties then successively 
visited and worshiped within the Churches 
of the Assumption, of the Archangel 
Michael, and of the Annunciation.

Guns and Bells Salute. 

At the moment the Czar entered the palace 
of the Kremlin an artillery salute of 101 guns 
was fired and throughout the journey the 
bells from all the belfries from Moscow were 
tolled. The Czar and Czarina will remain 
at the palace in partial seclusion until May 
25, when there will be a grand review of the 
troops and the ceremony of the coronation of 
the imperial standard, which always occurs 
three days before the coronation. 

On May 22 and 23 the Czar and Czarina 
will receive the congratulations of the for- 
eign Ambassadors and other high dignitaries 
in the throne-room of the Kremlin Palace. 

The scenes along the Tverskaja today, the 
route which the Czar followed from the pal- 
ace to the Kremlin, cuts through the city 
to the court boundaries, where it becomes 
the highway of St. Petersburg, were varied 
and picturesque. On this highway stands 
the Petrovski Palace, where the Czars al- 
ways reside previous to making their formal 
entries into Moscow. Consequently this 
thoroughfare is one of the most attractive 
in Moscow, and competition for windows 
along its length has been unprecedented, 
prices ranging from $100 to $300, while fabu- 
lous prices were paid for the best locations. 
All along the route special stands were 
erected for the accommodation of privileged 
people, more like permanent houses than 
anything else. Tverskaja street, from *one 
end to the other, is lighted by electricity to- 
night and the city is brilliantly illuminated. 

Probably the most striking structures 
erected for the occasion are large, wooden 
obelisks, some of them over 100 feet high, 
which tonight are covered with brilliant 
lamps. During the day they were hand- 
somely dra with various colors. The 
largest and most original of these obelisks 
is onpontte the provision market, and before 
the Town Hall stand four others, each sev- 
enty feet high. The illumination of the 
buildings this evening is positively daz- 
zliing. They are outlined with fairy lamps, 
their domes and roofs are covered with 
lamps of gl) colors, and the night effect is 
beautiful in the extremé. Electricity Has 
been used as a rule, but candles in paper 
frames or glass bowls, oi] lamps, and gas 
lamps have also been largely employed. 
The whole city seems to be a mass of light, 
and it looks as if the population will remain 
in the streets until daylight. 

One of the most attractive erections, as 
well as one of the most brilliantly {lluml- 
nated, is opposite the residence of the Grand 
Duke Sergius, the Governor-General of Mos- 
cow. It is almost the entire frontage for a 
house, for which, in its natural state, is not 
very attractive, as it serves for a guard- 
house for the troops on duty at the Grand 
Duke’s residence. But. it has been trans- 
formed for the occasion into a palace of 


Watch Towers Transformed. 

The watch towers of Moscow, one of which 
stands in each district like a lighthouse, 
and which are used by the firemen to keep 
watch over their territory, have also been 
transformed from unsightly structures into 
towers of electric light, from which the fire- 
men, however, are keeping watch as usual. 

All the side streets and boulevards are 
flooded with light, and the grand stands are 
filled with people resting and watching the 
passing throngs.

SILVERITES ARRANGE FOR PRIMA- 
RIES TO SUIT ONLY THEMSELVES. 


Arbitrary and Unprecedented Action 
Taken at a Joint Committee Meet- 
ing—Cut and Dried Scheme Sprung, 
and Polling Places, Judges, and 
Clerks Fixed Despite Protests of 
Gold Men — Officials Who Are 
Thrown Out, . 

John P. Altgeld’s free silver legion is carry- 
ing things with a high hand in this commu- 
nity these days. At least that is the opinion 
of honest money Democrats. His Excel- 
lency is using every means possible to crush 
the gold bugs. He is being assisted by the 
machine leaders to the best of their ability. 

The Committee on Primaries, Contests, and 
Appeals, acting jointly with the Executive 
committee, settled all disputes regarding the 
call, the polling places, and the judges and 
clerks yesterday afternoon. And the action 
taken was unprecedented. The-gold people 
denounced it as infamous. Except in one 
ward, the Twenty-first, honest money mem- 
bers of the Central committee were ignored. 
The lists filed by John McGillen and F. X.

in so far as they will agree to act, do hold 
said primary election in each primary dis- 
trict; and in all cases where said judges and 
clerks will not agree to act, and also in such 
parts of the country where the Election Com- 
missioners have no jurisdiction, that rella- 
ble Democrats be appointed to act as judges 
and clerks.”’ 


Power of a Committee. 


Then comes this decision, which stands 
now as an act of the County Central com- 
mittee: ‘‘In accordance with the above 
resolution and also in accordance with the 
wishes and approval of over two-thirds of 
the members of this committee residing 
within the limits of the City of Chicago, it 
is hereby resolved by the joint committee, 
consisting of the Executive committee and 
the Committee on Primaries, Contests and 
Appeals of the Central Committee of the 
Democratic Party of Cook County, IIL, that 
the list of judges and clerks, polling places, 
and primary districts for the primary elec- 
tion to be held Monday, May 25, 1806, to elect 
delegates to a Democratic county conven- 
tion, to be held Tuesday, May 26, 1806, are 
to be submitted by the committeemen named 
below:

Brennan in the Eighteenth; Powers and 
Haberkorn in the Nineteenth;; Hanton and 
Donovan in the Twentieth; McGillen and 
Brandecker in the Twenty-first; Farrell and 
Sullivan in the Twenty-second; Hughes in 
the Twenty-third: Martin, Quinn and the 
ward organization in the Twenty-fourth; 
Lanehart and Heckinger in the Twenty- 
sixth: Eldred William Edgar and Thomas 
Edgar in the Twenty-seventh; O’Brien and 
Larney in the Twenty-seventh; Carey, Rus- 
sell, and McDonald in the Twenty-ninth; 
Moriarity, Byrne, and Butler in the Thirtieth; 
and Rolf in the Thirty-first; 
Guhan in the Thirty-second; and Matthews 
and Marsh in the Thirty-third. 

‘‘We also believe that the list of judges 
and clerks and polling places as submitted 
by the members of the Central committee of 
the Democratic party of Cook County from 
the country towns should be adopted. 


Questions of Compromise. 


“In the Second, Sixteenth, Twenty-fifth, 
and Thirty-fourth Wards we believe that 
Schubert and Richards and others in the 
Second should receive due consideration: 
that a compromise can be effected in the 
Sixteenth Ward satisfactory to both par- 
ties: that in the Twenty-fifth Ward the 
claims of Messrs. Austrian, Neumeister, 
Jordan, Totten, and others be considered 
and the people they represent be given a fair 
proportion of the judges and clerks.

Lists Thrown Out. 


Martin Emerich and John B. Ryan are 
the committeemen in the Second Ward. 
Their list and polling places will be thrown 
cut and another prepared by John Schubert 
and Jake Richards, substituted. The same 
action will”be taken in the ‘'wenty-fifth, 
where John Neumeister and the Altgeld 
push get recognition to the exclusion of 
William F. Quinlan and Eugene Sugg, who 
Happen to be gold men, In the Sixteenth 
the two committeemen are divided on the 
money question, and in the north end of the 
Thirty-fourth Ward James Ryan gets 
thrown down for a silver gang. and a ma- 
jority of the delegation is given to that end 
of the ward because the silverites have no 
hope of carrying the south end. 

Sullivan’s Hot Speech. | 

Roger Sullivan made a hot speech against 
the adoption of the resolution in which he 
characterized it as an infamous outrage to 
perpetrate, coming, as it does, from the offi- 
cial organization. He said it was an insult 
to the Chairman and Secretary for a subcom- 
nfittee of the main body to force such an 
order upon them. He protested that the 
call thus arranged had been made up by 
persons outside the authorized organization 
and was in no sense legal.

Bartenders for 
balls, picnics, and excursions are to get $5 
a day with meals and fare paid; waiters at 
weddings, banquets, suppers, and balls given 
in club-houses, $3.50; waiters at private 
weddings and parties, $4 and $5; waiters at 
church fairs, nine days, $22.50.

* “To many of us this controversy has been 
ener eh ey A painful, and there can be no 
oubt that it has materially interfered with 
our financial prosperity, that is to say, with 
the prosecution of our Christian work, at 
home and abroad.

M. B. Hereley Takes Steps Looking to 
More Effective Laws.

Mr. Beale said he would prepare an ordi- 
nance covering the question.

The lingerie of today is affected most de- 
cidedly by the prevailing styles, adding 
much to its picturesqueness and detracting 
none from its comfort, for the large sleeve 
is in night dresses a great comfort and cer- 
tainly wears well, saving the strain on the 
yoke often occasioned by fitted dresses. 

The gown shown here is made with a yoke 
back; a very shallow yoke in front holds 
the gathers in place. This is sometimes 
finished by a small turn-over collar, which 
may be made of embroidery or the goods. 
The yoke points may be edged with a ruffle 
of the same embroidery. 

Other gowns have a large round or square 
collar of the goods or of all over embroidery, 
or of alternate stripes of lace and the goods. 

For ordinary use a gown of white muslin 
is best. This may be made very pretty 
by making the large collar of lawn, or the 
collar may be of colored batiste which wash- 
es very well. 

Very elaborate gowns of nainsook are 
tucked down the front or trimmed with nar- 
row insertion. 

This same shape is seen in misses’ loung- 
ing robes, which may be of any material 
from the cheap outing flannels to silk wad- 
ded or lined with flannel. 

A dainty gown of pink flannel had the 
large collar of white batiste trimmed with 
a narrow edge of lace and insertion to match 
brought but half an inch from the edge. 

An outing flannel of blue with white stripes 
had around collar of white China silk, 
edged with a ruffle of lace.

Frankfort-on-the-Main, May 21.—Mme. 
Clara Schumann, née Wieck, the pianist and 
widow of Robert Schumann, the composer, 
is dead, aged 77 years. 


As Clara Josephine Weick Mme. Schumann 
met her future husband when 9 years old. 
The great composer had come to study 
under her father and entertained from the 
first a romantic affection for the master’s 
daughter.

Day before yesterday the Houge of Repre- 
sentatives passed, by a vote of 105 to 26, a 
bill for the further restriction of immigra- 
This bill, which received so unusually 
large a majority, bars out all male aliens be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 60 (except parents 
of persons living in this country) who can- | 
not both read and write 
other language. 

If this measure were to become a law it 
would bar out a large proportion of the most 
undesirable immigrants who have been com- 
ing to this country of recent years. It would 
not lessen materially the number of arrivals 
from Great Britain and Ireland, Germany, 
and the Scandinavian countries, 
would cut down greatly the inflow from 
Italy, Hungary, and the eastern and illiter- 
ate parts of Europe, where illiteracy is the 
rule rather than the exception.

HUMAN LABOR AND WAGES THE REAL 
TEST OF GOLD VALUE. 
Among the venerable errors which Alt- 
geld repeated in his free silver speech last 
week at the Auditorium was the one that 
silver has not fallen in comparison with 
other property. 
By taking the average price of all commodities 
known to the market it is found that a pound of 
silver will buy as great an amount of commodities, 
@s great an amount of property, as ever. 
gold that has gone up. The law, by striking 
down the competition, has given gold a monopoly. 
Practically the gold dollar ig a» 200-cent dollar; 
nominally it still has only 100 cents tn it, but it 
takes 200 cents’ worth of commodities to get one 
When measured by bimetallic prices. 
There are many commodities of which a 
pound of silver will buy as much as it did 
There are some of which 
That is simply because 
the price of those commodities has been af- 
fected by the same causes which have pulled 
down the price of silver. 
cheapened the cost of most production, be- 
sides in many instances there has been 
great overproduction for the demand. 
But Altgeld suppresses the fact that silver 
will not buy as much of that form of prop- 
erty called land as it did fifty years ago, or 
Nor will it buy as much 
of that form of property called “ human 
labor ”—from the labor of the hired girl, the 
mechanic, and the day laborer to that of the 
lawyer and the physician and the school 
teacher. It will not buy as much labor even 
in silver-using countries. 
Nor will gold buy as much labor in gold- 
using countries as it did fifty years ago, or 
anything like it. Using that great standard 
or measure of values as the true test, gold 
has not doubled in value, as Altgeld says it 
has, but has greatly depreciated since the 
50s. It has lost heavily in purchasing labor 
and human services, A day's work ex-

ICE TRUST IS IN THROES. 


SHORT CROP, HEAT, AND THREAT- 
ENED PROSECUTION ITS WOES. 


While Extorting Its Forty-Cent Rate 
It Is in Constant Fear Its Hold on 
the Public Purse-Strings Will Be 
Rudely Broken—Council May Give 
a Twist That Will Not Be Relished 
Action by the Legislature a Fore- 
zone Conclusion. 

The ice trust of Chicago groaned yester- 
day under the weight of its troubles, em- 
phasizing as chief of them the coincidence 
of a short ice crop and a superheated spring 
season. The trust intimates that a continu- 
ation of such hot weather will result in a 
further rise in the price of ice. 

Besides this trouble, inherently personal 
to the trust, there were other objective woes 
to make thé ice combine wince. Among 
— may be enumerated the following—to- 
wit: 

Wild-fire spread of the Coipérative Ice 
Delivery company, embracing butchers, 
grocers, druggists, and saloonkeepers. 

Prospect of City Council’s action, on ad- 
vice of Corporation Counsel Beale, to throt- 
tle the trust. . 

Probability of a legislative inquiry-with 
enforced attendance of witnesses. 

Civic Federation investigations. 

All these are other troubles in store for 
the trust today. 


Twist from the Council, 

The members of the Common Council fear 
they can do little or nothing toward whip- 
ping the trust, because they cannot compel 
the testimony of witnesses under oath and 
the production of books and papers. There 
may indeed be some way by which the Coun- 
cil can get a twist on the ice trust, and the 
Corporation Counsel is engaged in looking 
up the authorities on the question in pursu- 
ance of the resolution offered by Ald. Cough- 
lin and adopted at the Monday night ses- 
sion. 

If Corporation Counsel Beale can devise 
some plan by which the ice trust can be 
broken the machinery of the law will be set 
in motion without delay. The Attorney- 
General of the State may try to enforce the 
anti-trust law now on the statute books. 
The icemen will fight this proposition to a fin- 
ish, and all through the litigation will be 
collecting their 40 cents a hundred just the 
same. 


Legislature Will Fight. It. 


The Illinois Legislaturé meets in Spring- 
field early next January, and so soon as it 
organize a special joint committee will be 
created to put the members of the ice trust 
on the gridiron, and roast them until they 
squeal. The committee will be empowered 
to send for persons and papers and compel 
the attendance of witnesses. If the mem- 
bers of the trust fail to respond, they will 
be adjudged guilty of contempt, and landed 
in the Sangamon County jail. 

A searching investigation of this charatter 
will bring to light a great many:-interesting 
features. it may show the membership and 
extent of the trust, which has increased the 
price of ice to consumers exactly 60 per 
cent without any adequate cause therefor. 
It will show that according to the rule of 
the trust a consumer cannot exercise the 
privilege of buying ice even at trust price 
of any dealer he may elect, and that a con- 
sumer cannot leave one dealer to go to an- 
other even if his bill be paid. 

Some of the hold-over Senators, and men 
who are certain of election to the House, are 
engaged in collecting the data and testimony 
to support an investigation of this character. 
They have no end of information as tothe 
ramifications of the trust. and can supple- 
ment this with the testimony of witnesses 
who are compelled to dance to the whims and 
caprices of the trust. The legislators re- 
ferred to say the matter is clearly within the 
jurisdiction of a legislative joint commit- 
tee, particularly so since many of the ice 
dealers conduct there business as joint stock 
companies under State law. 


Probing to Be Thorough. 


The object will be to probe the matter to 
the bottom, with the double view of breaking 
the trust and strengthening the anti-trust 
law in spots where it is weak and non-en- 
forcible. The matter is being considered in 
official sources at this meeting. The special 
committee is to be composed of first-class 
non-purchasable men and the report of the 
organization will not be for sale, as some- 
times occurs in every Legislature. 

It is to be a winner, ami will clearly demon- 
strate the existence of the trust, its mem- 
bership, and ends. The committee can 
neither sell out nor moéify its report, if so 
disposed, and by the time the ice men get 
through with the game that is being gotten 
ready for them they will wish they had let 
well enough alone and not advanced to an 
unconscionable degree the price of ice. Their 
lucky days are numbered and their troubles 
will begin late in December or early in Jan- 
uary of next year. 


HAIL THE ANTI-TRUST MOVEMENT. 


Large Users of Ice Wish It All Suc- 
cess. 

The formation of the Codperative Ice De- 
livery company by the butchers and grocers 
belonging to the Butchers’ and Grocers’ As- 
sociation on Wednesday night is termed a 
good thing and has the best wishes of most 
of the patrons of the ice trust. The unli- 
versally expressed opinion of users of large 
quantities oficeis: “ Anything to beat the 
trust and make the members of that combine 
reduce prices.”’ 

There is an inclination on the part of the 
customers of the ice combine to say as little 
as possible against the methods of the trust 
for fear of being -compelled to suffer in 
some way for their opinions. Quite a num- 
ber of butchers, grocers, saloonkeepers, and 
druggists were asked their opinion of the 
trust, its methods, and the combination of 
merchants to defeat it. ‘The replies were 
generally condemnatory, but with the addi- 
tion that their names should not be used. 
The reason for this was they did not know 
how to get along without the ice controlled 
by the trust, and as long as they were 
compelled to take the trust article they did 
not want their supply lessened or cut off en- 
tirely because of their complaints. 

The soda fountains at the drug stores com- 
plain of reduced profits owing to the increase 
in the ice bill. The Ashland Pharmacy man- 
agement says it pays so much for ice it 
makes but little margin on its fountain busi- 
ness. It understands similar complaints are 
heard at nearly all the soft drink places in 
the city. 

While the new combination of users is. 
praised, but few merchants are familiar with 
the movement and fewer still see any hope 
of relief from that source. The Butchers’ 
and Grocers’ Association has but few mem- 
bers on the North and South Sides, being 
strong only on the West. The down-town 
merchants are not familiar with the organ- 
ization, its officers, or its power to carry out 
en plans spoken of Wednesday 
night. 

The impression seemed to be the new 
company could not get the necessary ice 
for its customers this year and might be 
valuable for future purposes rather than 
for the present. Combinations of such a 
character have been tried before and have 
not been successfl]l. Several years ago there 
was a revolt against the then existing ice 
trust. The merchants who formed an asso- 
clution at that time lost thousands of dol- 
lars more than the ice would have cost at 
trust rates. 

The big ice dealers profess to care nothing 
about the new movement. Mr. Shedd of the 
Knickerbocker Ice company says the reason 
ice is so high is the scarcity of the article 
and the unusual demand. He says his com- 
pany has sold 100 per cent more ice this 
year than last year up to this time, and he 
expects the demand to increase in the same 
retio all through the summer. The small 
crop and smaller supplies on hand, he thinks, 
would have been exhausted before Sept. 1 
bad not the price been raised. For years the 
ice companies, he declares, had lost money 
in the business, and at present were selling 
their goods at only a fair profit. 


PLEA FOR CRUSHING OF ICE TRUST. 


Civic Federation Committee Hears a 
Pointed Resolution. 

In the monthly meeting of the Central 
Council of the federation at the Palmer 
House last evening John J. McGrath intro- 
duced the following resolutions: 

“* Whereas, There is good reason to believe 
from statements which have been made in 
the public press that the producers of ice 
for use In the City of Chicago have formed a

As a matter of form the resolutions were 
referred to the Municipal committee, but it 
was given out definitely that the documen 
was approved by all those present. : 

The ice trust and City Health Departmen 
came in for some hard raps during the meet- 
ing. The Public Health committee reported 
the sale of impure ice and that subject was 
united with the rise in prices and the failure 
of the Health Department to act. 

The State’s-Attorney was called upon to 
look into the trust, the ice companies were 
condemned for imperiling the health of the 
and the Health Department 
was called upon to exert its police powers 
and throw all impure ice on the streets to be 
destroyed. 

Dr. Sarah Hackett. Stevenson presented 
the ice report showing the sale of impure Ice. 
The report was substantially the same as 
the statements published in THe TRIBUNE, 
showing the ice in Calumet and Wolf Lakes 
to be impure and to be sold for domestic 
uses. A letter was read from Health Com- 
missioner Kerr in which he said the Civic 
Federation had not discovered half the im- 
purities the department knew of, yet was 
powerless to act. 

Mr. McGrath thought sufficient inforsna- 
tion had been given to the Health Office and 
that the Commissioner should do his duty. 
Mr. Kerr had sneered at the Civic Federa- 
tion for “‘ assuming guardianship.” {t was 
the ** neglect of public interests by such offi- 
cials as he which had called the federation 
into being.”” This remark was rece‘ved with 
applause. 

Mr. McGrath said the Civic Jederation 
had shown the sale of impure ice and the 
Health Department wanted to shift the re- 
sponsibility. He then introduced the resolu- 
tions. 

Secretary Easley read sections from the 
ordinance showing that the power of the 
Commissioner to act was sufficient. 

Ex-Assistant City Attorney Robinson sug- 
gested the Health Department use its police 
powers and stop the sale of impure ice by 
throwing it in the street and arresting the 
men in charge of it. He said the spirit of 
the Commissiorer’s letter was ‘“ bump- 
tious."”” He hed been requested to “ wade 
in’’ to the Commissioner, but did not wish 
to be a “ captious critic” in return. He 
recommended the destruction of the ice 
by the Health Department as a police pre- 
caution. 

Mr. Robinson moved that the 
Health committee confer with the City 
Health Department on the subject. This 
was agreed to, and the committee will cal] 
upon Commissioner Kerr at the call of the 
Chairman, Dr. Stevenson. 


JURY CENSURES DEAD BOY’S FAMILY. 


Mrs. Schweichler Says She Believes in 
God but Not in Doctors. 

When on the stand at the Coroner's in- 
quest over her son's body yesterday Mrs. 
Mathilda Schweichler, No. 599 North Lincoln 
Street, said: 

“I wovld not call a doctor to attend me 
under any circumstances. No, not if I was 
sure of death. God would cure. He is the 
great physician.”’ 

The inquest was a result of the death of her 
son Eddie, who died Tuesday after an illness 
of four days. The woman admitted that no 
doctor had been called, but that Mr. Witheid 
had come from the Dowie Tabernacle on 
Monday morning and had prayed over the 
boy. Other than this nothing was done for 
him except to put hot applications on his 
abdomen. 

Mrs. Schweichler further declared Dow- 
le had cured her of a disease of sixteen years’ 
standing, and she was an attendant at his 
meetings. She also said she had no belief in 
medicine or doctors, and even in view of her 
recent bereavement was firm in her state- 
ment-she would not call in a doctor in case 
any other member of the family should be 
taken ill. 

To his father’s suggestion that a physician 
be called the mother and boy both objected. 
Mr. Schweichler, who is a tailor and reputed 
to be of means, is not as firma believer in 
Dowie and his methods as is his wife, al- 
though his wife’s alleged cure has made him 
regard it favorably.

WANT'S PAY FOR THE LOOP 


CIVIC FEDERATION ASKS RETURNS 
FOR VAN BUREN STREET. 


It Contends if a Franchise Is Given the 
Company, to Put Up a Structure on 
the Thoroughfare It Should Only 
Be in Consideration of 10 Per Cent 
of Earnings—One Summer School 
Recommended—A Conference of 
Mayors. 

** Resolved, That it is the sense of the Mu- 
nicipal committee of the Civic Federation 
that a license for the Van Buren street ex- 
tension of the loop of the elevated raliroads 
of the city should not be granted unless pro- 
vision is made for the payment of 10 per cent 
of the gross receipts of the entire loop line 
as compensation to the city,” 

In addition to approving and adopting this 
resolution, reported by the committee 
named, the Central Counell at its monthly 
meeting at the Palmer House last evening 
adopted the report made on the discoveries 
of pay-roll stuffing; took up the subject of 
impure ice, as appears in another colimn; 
and approved the action of its Committee 
on Municipal Action in calling a conference 
of public-spirited organizations of the city 
with reference to legislation needed by Cook 
County, and another conference of the May- 
ors of the cities and Presidents. of the vil- 
lages of Illinois for the purpose of discuss- 
ing means of securing revenue and tax re- 
forms throughout the State. 

It also decided to hold at least one-sum- 
mer school, and referred to the proper com- 
mittee a resolution forwarded by the Twelfth 
Ward Council in favor of national, State, 
and municipal legislation against the manu- 
facture, sale, or importation of cigarets. 


Urges a Conference. 

The meeting was called to order by First 
Vice-President E. B. Butler shortly after 
8 o’clock. Secretary. Easley and Assistant 
Secretary Harriet A. Shinn and about a 
hundred members of the federation were 

resent. 

» Miss Shinn read the report of the Commit- 
tee on Municipal Action. It stated the in- 
vitation sent to various clubs, commercial 
bodies, and labor organizations to attend 
a conference on legislation needed for the 
city and county to prepare bills and make 
arrangements for their passage by the Gen- 
eral Assembly had been generally accepted. 
The conference had had one or two meet- 
ings and a subcommittee had been appointed 
which was now engaged in the consideration 
of subjects of legislation. 

The ee also stated the committee had 
decided to invite the Mayors of all the cities 
and the Presidents of all the villages of 
Illinois to attend a conference in this city to 
discuss means of equalizing property assess- 
ments and of securing Wotan - iecpegpee and 

ther matters of general interest. 

"The report was adopted and ms eigen 
The Mayors’ conference is expected to lead 
to important results. It will be a novelty 
in this State. The date for the conference 
has not yet been set, but the committee is at 
work making preliminary arrangements. 

In presenting the resolution on the loop 
question, Chairman Sidney C. Eastman of 
the Municipal committee explained that the 
different legs of the loop had been con- 
structed under different franchises, and in 
this manner there was no provision made 
for adequate compensation for the city. He 
said he regarded the loop franchises as im- 
mensely valuable, and he thought 10 per 
cent of the gross receipts was no more than 
the city was entitled to. 

Ogden Franchise Revived. 


Mr. Eastman also recited the history of 
the rehearing on the Ogden Gas franchise 


mnadamus case, the decision adverse to the | 


city’s interests, by Judges Tuley and Adams, 
and the agreement entered into before the 
Civic Federation interested itself in the 
matter not to take an appeal except in cer- 
tain contingencies in the control of the 
Mayor or City Council. He then emphasized 
the importance of the question at issue, 
whether the old law requiring the Council 
to refer every ordinance to a committee be- 
fore passing it was still valid. Mr. Eastman 
read the resolution, which was adopted by 
the committee, calling on the Mayor to 
cause an appeal to be taken in this case in 
order that the Supreme Court may have 
an opporunity to pass on this question.

George Baldwin was the 
principal bear in Diamond Match and New 
York Biscuit. He is credited with having 
sold short on Diamond Match some weeks 
ago, when it was doing its great climbing 
and to have covered with a loss which ran 
well up into the thousands, He was a seller 
of stock on Wednesday when prices for 
Match were depressed from 223 to a closing 
at 211%. He is credited with having done the 
largest amount of selling yesterday of any 
member on the floor. When Diamond Match 
was called at the opening 212 was bid for it 
and 200 shares were sold at this price. Then 
Mr. Baldwin came into the market with 
offers of stock at 211. Four hundred shares 
were sold at 211 and the most of it went on 
his card. ‘Then stock declined to 210 and 
from there to 209 and 208. There wasarally 
to 210 and from that time on the course of 
the market was steadily downward, except 
for one recovery in a sale of 100 shares at 
207 after a sale at 206 and ina sale of fifty at 
205’ following the sale of 204, until the stock 
sold at 201. The declines were mostly tin 
points between sales and nearly 5,000 shares 
had been sold before there were any smaller 
fractions than % Mr. Baldwin kept selling 
from the top down.

Small Investors Suffer Most. 


Many people have suffered in the wild 
fluctuations. of these stocks durjng the last 
four days. The public is usually a buyer of 
stocks on strong advances and a seller of 
stocks on violent declines. During the up- 
ward movement in Diamond Match there 
have been large profits for the buyers of 
stock, and every broker's office in the city 
was loaded up with stock bought for the 
account of comparatively small investors. 
The.declines of the last few days have ex- 
hausted margins, and as a result there have 
been a great number of deals which have 
been closed out by brokers. There was a 
long faced crowd of people in the space 
railed off for the public yesterday who 
watched the market price of these two se- 
curities go down and down. One broker said 
there had never been two days on the ex- 
change when there had been such heavy 
losses on the part of people who could so 
little afford to lose. 

The fact that the small buyers of stock 
have been shaken out is taken by many 
who have faith in Match and Biscuit to in- 
dicate steadier markets for the future. It 
is believed that by far the greater part of 
the stock held for the account of small in- 
vestors has been closed out. This is the 
opinion expressed by the Moores, who say 
the market looks healthy and that they look 
for no serious decline in the future.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Bears Cover Because a Political Story 
Does Not Come True. 


NEW YORK, May 21.—The operators in stoc' 
exchange securities who had been induced to take 
the bear side on account of the recent dullness 
were the victims of a political report which wis 
circulated industriously that a leading Presiden- 
tial candidate wold declare his position on the 
currency question today personally or by proxy. 

The rumors were unfounded. The bears, how- 
ever, had taken the matter seriously and did a 
little covering, the professional operators making 
the operation as expensive as possible by bid- 
ding up prices for awhile. At the outset the 
market developed fair activity, but the buying 
movement was soon exhausted and a relapse to 
the semi-stagnation that has recently charac- 
terized the speculation occurred. The Grangers, 
Missouri! Pacific, Manhattan, Tennessee Coal, 
and Sugar wefe the leaders in point of strength, 
evidences of manipulation in the last named stock 
being quite clear. The market opened firm, but 
soon shaded off in sympathy with Sugar and Man- 
hattan, against which pressure was soon made. 
Both stocks lost nearly a point, but at the low 
level support was accorded and a rather aggres- 
sive upward swing took place on the political 
rumors before mentioned. Sugar and Manhattan 
gained 1%, Consolidated Gas 1144, and Colorado 


Fuel, Tennessee Coal, and Missouri Pacific 1 per 


cent. The market otherwise was without special 
feature aside from a revival of activity in Read- 
ing stock and bonds incidental to the practically 
complete deposits of the securities under the plan 
of reorganization. The time for depositing with- 
out penalty expired today and simultaneously the 
call for the second installment of the assessment 
on the junior securities has been issued. The rates 
of foreign exchange were slightly higher, and 
gold bilis, against impending shipments, are un- 
derstood to be offering.

ING IN ITS CHARACTER.

Provides for the Exclusion of For- 
eigners Who Cannot Read or Write 


Any Language, but No Restriction — 


Is Placed Against the Women—Lit- 
tle Objection to Northern Europe- 
ans—Senate Will Take the Measure 
Under Discussion Soon. 

Washington, D. C., May 21.—[Special.]— 
“We have been assured by our Steering 
committee,” said Senator Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, “ that the immigration bill which 
has just passed the House will be given 4 
place for discussion during this-session of 
Congress. While the House bill may not 
meet the views of Senators in every respect, 
the necessity for the passage of a restrictive 
immigration measure is recognized by every- 
body, consequently it is possible that when 
the bill comes over to us from the House it 
will be debated and if amendments are 
found necessary it will be sent to a Commit- 
tee of Conference. ‘This will insure definite 
action on the immigration subject at this 
session of Congress. There is a general and 
earnest desire among the people of the Unit- 
ed States to restrict by proper measures 
foreign immigration. Immigration. in its 
present unrestricted form threatens to in- 
jure the quality of our citizenship and lower 
the rates of American wageS. 

* All that has hiterto been done to improve 
and restrict immigration has been wise and 
beneficial, but it has not been sufficient to 
reach the objectionable classes of immi- 
grants and has had slight effect in restrict- 
ing their coming to this country. 

*“* No measure can be devised which will let 
in absolutely every one who ought to come 
and exclude every immigrant who ought to 
be shut out, but the percentage of desirable 
immigrants who would be excluded by a bill 
which aims to restrict persons who are so 
ignorant as to be unable to read or write in 
any language would be reduced to a mini- 
mum. It is susceptible of proof that a test 
which would shut out ignorance will exclude 
those parts of our present immigration 
which are st desirable and which all per- 
sons who have given thought to this import- 
. ant subject agree should be kept from enter- 
ing the United States.”’ 


Mast Read and Write. 


According to the provisions of the bill 
which passed the House yesterday no male 
rson unable to read and write his own 
anguage shall be admitted to the United 
States excepting children under the age of 
16 years and parents of persons now living 
in or hereafter admitted to this country. 
When this subject came up before the House 
Committee on Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion a regard for public sentiment as to the 
undesirability of certain classes prompted 
the committee to favor the addition of the 
so-called illiterates, with the restrictions 
indicated, to the classes excluded upder ex- 
isting laws. 

An examination of the figures bearing on 
the question of an educational test’ dem- 
onstrated that such a test will not affect 
materially the immigration from Great Brit- 
ain, Germany, Scandinavia, and other coun- 
tries of Northern Europe, which, as a rule, 
send the most desirable class of immigrants 
to this country while, under such a test, 
immigration from Southern Eutope, now 
looked upon as more or less undesirable, 
will be restricted considerably. As the bill 
passed the House yesterday it excludes from 
admission to the United States “all alien 
male persons between 16 and 60 years of age 
who cannot both read and write the English 
lunguage or some other language. But no 
parent of a person now living in or hereafter 
admitted to this country shall be excluded 
because of his Inability to read and writ®.” 
This. bill was reported ‘favorably by the 
House Committee on Immigration, and it 
‘was amendedyesterday by the incorpora-

The Senate con- 
ferees finally agreed to cut off the terms of 
office Jan. 1 next, but in this they were not 
sustained by the Senate through a close 
vote today, and the matter goes back to con- 
ference again. 

The question of appropriations to sectarian 
institutions is about all that holds up two 
other bills, the Indian and the District of 
Columbia. The sundry civil bill is well out 
of the woods except for small matters. The 
House is unwilling to appropriate anything 
at this time for the extension of public 
buildings, while the Senate is holding out 
for that as well as for a number of minor 
jobs of the kind characteristic of the Upper 
House. 

It would be possible to complete all these 
conferences within a few days by conces- 
sions on both sides, so it is apparent there 
is nothing directly in the way of adjourn- 
ment almost immediately, except fear for 
the fate of the river and harbor bill. There 
is a general feeling. that the President will 
veto it. He has not yet signed a bill for in- 
ternal improvements, and as the measure 
this year is so much larger than ever 
before it is understood to be his intention 
to.return it with his disapproval. For this 
reason the conferees on both sides are mak- 
ing every effort to come to an agreement on 
the Santa Monica matter so the bill may be 
submitted to the President at once. Con- 
gress will not adjourn until about eleven 
days after this bill is agreed to by both 
Houses so there may be opportunity to pass 
it over the veto, something which is almost 
certain to be done, for.the majority in both 
Houses in favor of the measure is over- 
whelming. 


LABOR COMMISSION IS AGREED ON, 


House Passes the Bill in the Interest 
of Workingmen. 

Washington, D. C., May 21.—[Special.]—A 
non-partisan commission of fifteen members 
to be apopinted by the President to collate 
information and consfder and recommend 
legislation to meet the problems presented 
by labor, agriculture, and capital was au- 
thorized by the bill which passed the House 
today in accordance with favorable recom- 
mendations by the Committee on Labor. 
This industrial commission will be composed 
as follows: Five men each as representa- 
tives of agriculture, business, and labor re- 
spectively, but a. majority shall not belong 
to any One of the political parties which took 
part in the last Presidential election. After 
the apopintment of this commission each 
d®fvision of five is authorized to choose or 
appoint two additional Commissioners, mak- 
ing the whole number twenty-one, but no 
division shall make both of its appointments 
from the same political party. Power is 
given the President to remove any member 
of the commission for inefficiency, neglect of 
duty, or malfeasance. 

This commission is to convene at Washing- 
ton within sixty days after appointment by 
the President, and its duty will be to in- 
vegtigate questions pertaining to immigra- 
tion, labor, agriculture, and businses, and 
recommend to Congress such legislation as 
may be deemed best on these subjects. 

Information shall be furnished and laws 
suggested as a basis for uniform legislation 
by the various States in order to harmonize 
conflicting interests. Petitions and other 
papers on subjects pertaining to the duties 
of the commission are to be received and a 
reasonable time given for hearings. If 
necessary commissions or subcommissions 
cf its members may be appointed to make 
investigations in any part of the United 
States and authority is given to send for 
persons and papers. Reports may be made

BOARD OF EDUCATION INVESTI- 
GATES ITS ARCHITECT'S OFFICE, 


Members Want to Know the Cost of 
Building Schoolhouses as Come 
parcd with the Old Plan of Paying 
Commissions for Designing and 
Construction—Figures for Six Years 
—Explanations of Increased Cost— 
To Examine Thoroughly. 

The investigation of Architect Fiedler’s 
accounts, which began yesterday under res- 
olution of the Board of Education, made the 
office of Auditor Custer a busy place. All 
the books of the architect's office were 
brought out, and the day was occupied in 
going through various accounts. 

The investigation was ordered Wednesday 
night on resolution of Commissioner Errant. 

Mr. Fiedler became the architect of the 
board on Feb. 1, 1805, ata salary of $6,000 a 
year. Previous ‘to that time school build- 
ings were designed and erected by any pri- 
vate architect the board might select fora 
given percentage on the cost of each build- 
ing. The question raised by Mr. Errant’s 
resolution is whether the erection of school 
buildings under the new plan is as cheap as 
it was under the old plan. 

This may be determined approximately by 
an examination of the cost of buildings for 
a term of years, for convenience six, and 
comparing the commissions paid up to 1802 
and the expenses of Mr. Fiedler’s office 
since, estimating the percentage of the 
building expenses represented by the archi- 
tectural charges for each year respectively,

The average cost under the private archi- 
tects, working on a commission, was 2.71 
per cent, and the average cost under the 
board’s architect, receiving a salary and

per cent, which is an increase of 61 per cent. 

The books show that this constant increase 
in the expenses of the architect's office is 
due almost entirely to an increase in the 
number of the employés. 

In 1895 the office expended $26,500 for sal- 
aries, $2,000 for supplies, $544 for car fare, 
and $3828 for draft tables. The salaries, 
therefore, were nearly nine-tenths of the 
whole amount. When the pay-rolls are ex- 
amined it is found that the increase in sal- 
aries Is almost entirely due to the increase 
in the number of superintendents and 
draftemen. When Mr. Fiedler was first 
appointed he employed only two superin- 
tendents and two draftsmen. Now he 
employs six superintendents and thirteen 
draftsmen. The other employés of the 
office have remained practically the same. 

Mr. Fielder Explains. 

To these figures Mr. Fiedler yesterday op- 
posed several explanatory statements. Be- 
fore his time, he said, all the school buildings 
were built on practically one plan, and the 
designs, plans, and specifications for one 
answered for a dozen others. But owing to 
the requirements of a growing public taste 
he was compelled to design each building 
in conformity to its environment, which in-

Loss- 
es to the strikers during the six years ag- 
gregated $51,871,723, to employés by reason 
of lockouts, &8,157,717;: to employers of 
labor, $34,163,814; assistance to strikers by

850. These figures represent the actual loss 
to the parties engaged and do not represent 
the enormous losses which came to the com- 
munity by reason of such disturbances. 
Facts and figures of the last few years in 
regard to strikes and lockouts are not fully 
accessible. Some have estimated the loss 
caused by strikes in 1804 at $80,000,000, while 
others put the figures at $100,000,000, 
ERDMAN ARBITRATION BILL IS UP. 
House Will Discuss the Bill to Settle 

Railway Strikes. 

Washington, D. C., May 21.—[{Special.]— 
In accordance with a special order the House 
tomorrow will discuss what is known asthe 
Erdman arbitration bill, which concerns car- 
riers engaged in inter-State commerce and 
their employés. 

Whenever a controversy concerning 
wages, hours of labor, or conditions of em- 
plyoment,shall arise between the persons in- 
terested the Chairman of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission and the Commis- 
sioner of Labor shall use their efforts by 
mediation and conciliation to settle the dif- 
ficulty amicably. In the event, however, 
that the controversy cannot be settled by 
these officials the case is to be submitted 
to a board of three persons, one to be 
chosen by the railroad or corporation, the 
second by the employés of the corporation, 
and these two arbitrators to select the 
third member of their body. In the event 
of their failure, however, to name the third 
arbitrator within forty-eight hours after the 
first meeting the Commissioner of Labor and 
the Chairman of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission shall make the selection. 

Employers and the labor organization rep- 
resenting the employés shall state the ques- 
tion to be decided, and the document sub- 
mitted shall contain appropriate pro visions

Silver cer- 
tificates can be changed into silver and it 
can be tendered as payment of debts. Sil- 
ver certificates, as their name denotes, 
represent deposits of silver dollars to the 
order of the holder on demand.) 

United States $10,000 Notes Not Scarce. 

Chicago, May 20.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—A Washington correspondent re- 
cently said that there is but one $10,000 note 
made by the United States, and it has not 
been issued. I find in Tug TRIBUNE: 

“ There is only one $10,000 United States 
note in existence, and Uncle Sam keeps that 
in his inside pocket.”’ 

The United States Treasury issues a great 
many $10,000 notes. I have had in my hand 
five in the vault of the United States Sub- 
treasury in Chicago. These notes are used 
by banks mostly. The Subtreasurer in 
Chicago now has quite a number, but they 
have to be signed by him, and are negotiable 
by indorsement, the same as promissory 
notes. lor instance if a Texas banker pays 
$10,000 cash the $10,000 bill will have the 
Signature of the Subtreasurer added to it. 
Then if the Texas banker transfers it toa 
St. Louis bank or individual he indorses it. 
When it is redeemed it is done at the Sub- 
treasury where issued, and-it is redeemed 
with the same money th&t was received for 
it, which has been held as a special deposit 
for that purpose. C. W. d.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS.

The pro rata or average insurance clause as ap- 
plied to lumber policies has been the cause of 
many suits and considerable expense to the com- 
panies and to the assured as well. The clause 
usually adopted by underwriters is as follows: 

““ Should the property hereby insured be or be- 
come separated by space or spaces of fifty feet 
or more it is hereby agreed that this policy shall 
attach in or on each so separated in such propor- 
tion as the value in or on such divisions bears to 
the aggregate value of the subject insured.’’ 

Owing to the number of risks of this class in 
Minnesota carried by the companies the instruc- 
tions just given to the Insurance Commissioner of 
that State by Attorney-General Childs are of es- 
pecial interest. 

He says: ‘‘ The employment of this form should 
not be authorized. It offends against the purpose 
and spirit of the statute prohibiting coinsurance, 
inasmuch as that clearly seeks to protect the as- 
sured against an exaction on the part of the in- 
surer, whereby the former is made to pay for 
what he does not actually receive, or, in other 
words, is designed to secure to him the right of 
being compensated for loss actually sustained. 
With no other limitation than the amount of the 
policy it would, in my judgment, be in violation 
of the statute to employ a provision whose ob- 
servance will operate as a restriction in such re- 
spect upon him.’’

ANSWER TO JUDGE GOGGIN’S AT- 
TACK ON CITY ATTORNEY’S OFFICE. 


lie Intimates Broadly That the Court 
Has Become Mentally and Physical- 
ly Weak and Declares He Should 
' Not Be Held to a Too Strict Account 
for His Actions—Text of the Law- 
yer’s Defense—Denies Story of 

“ Subornation of Perjury.” 
In reply to the charge of Judge Goggin 


that the City Attorney’s office has been a 


“school for thejsubornation of perjury,” 
City Attorney Roy O. West has issued a 
formal statement, which seriously attacks 
the court. He declares Judge Goggin has 
abused his position on the bench, influenced 
juries by improper instructions and threats, 
and otherwise acted in a manner unbecom- 
ing a Judge. He intimates Judge Goggin Is 
mentally and physically weak and says he 
should not be held to too strict account- 
ability for his actions on the bench. The 
reply of Mr. West is as follows: 

“The trial of Ottilie Kurcharski vs. The 
City began on May 5. Mr. Richolson, my 
first assistant, being ill, I retained Judge 
Marcus Kavanagh to try the case. 

“Since the commencement of this trial I 
tried two cases, one before Judge Neely and 
one before Judge Burke, and I was in Judge 
Goggin’s. courtroom only toward the close 
of the. case. At the very outset, as I am in- 
formed, Judge Goggin betrayed either an 
ambition to appear in print or a highly in- 
flamed mind from some other cause. Be- 
fore the plaintiff’s attorney had concluded 
his examination of the jury and before the 
attorney for the city had opened his mouth 
with a single objection or question; in fact, 
before he had said a word, the Judge beck- 
oned the attorneys in the case to come with 
him to his chambers, where he at once said 


: the methods. of drawing the jury should be 


examined’ inte, and counsel for the plaint- 
iff falling in line, he had notice served on 
County Clerk Philip Knopf, the County 
Board, and other officials to appear before 
him the next day. 

‘At the appointed time the County Board 
appeared through their attorney, the Coun- 
ty Clerk, the jury clerk, Assistant State’s- 
Attorney Bottum, and a host of minor of- 
ficials were on hand, and after making many 
threats of committing the County Clerk to 
jail for malfeasance in office, and sneering 
at the Civic Federation, he discharged the 
jury and -blandly announced that he stood 

-ready to go into the Investigation. The at- 
torney for the plaintiff then arose and’said 
that he did not have the time nor _ the 
inclination to carry on an investigation, the 
State’s-Attorney nor any one else saying 
anything. Judge Goggin made a few threats. 
and after saying that it was. not his affair 
anyhow. abruptly ended the whole proceed- 
ings. The host of officers slowly filed out of 
the room and waited for the next sensa- 


' tion. 


New Panel Appeared. 

“On the following Monday a new pane! 
appeared and the jury was sworn in and the 
trial began. After the jury was sworn the 
Judge announced that he was sick and could 
not try the case, and sent up for Judge Bren- 
tano to try the case for him. Judge Bren- 
tano excused himself, and the plaintiff's at- 
torney insisting, Judge Goggin began hear- 
ing the testimony. 

‘“* The affair from its very incipiency wasa 
doz and parrot time. Not much could be 
understood between the fumings of the court 
and the objections .of counsel. The court 
early in the case evinced his hatred of city 
officials and his sympathy with the plaint- 
iff. When the defense was introduced he 
would interrupt the witness and attempt to 
show to the jury that the witness was ly- 
ing. In each instance. he was defeated ut- 
terly, and it seemed to make him more an- 
gry and excited. 

** Here is one of the many interruptions 
Scott Warner was on the 
witness stand and testified that he tended 
bar at- No. 1005 West Lake street for James 
Kinney. Judge Goggin broke in with: 
‘Why, James Kinney, who kept a saloon at 
that place, has been dead for twenty-five 
years to my knowledge. Give me the City 
Directory” The City Directory was brought 
and he looked through it and laid it down and 
did not say a word as to the result of his ex- 
amination. Judge Kavanagh picked up the 
directory and insisted on Judge Goggin tell- 
ine what he found. Judge Goggin said: 
‘©, it is all right,’ indicating to the jury that 
the witness lied. Judge Kavanagh then read 
from the directory that the name and ad- 


- dress and the business given by the witness. 


were correct in every particular. 
Judge Retired Frequently. 

“When it began to appear from the cross- 
examination of the plaintiff's witnesses 
that a°verdict might go against her Judge 
Goggin called up the representative of the 
city and tried to induce him to settle the 
case. The case was only on trial about 
every other day and continuously during 
the proceedings the court would retire for 
some purpose or other to his chambers. 

“The city’s defense was the testimony of 
fifteen residents who have lived in Chicago 
for many years and who resided in the 
vicinity where the accident is alleged to 
have happened or who had occasion to pass 
by there every day and were acquainted 
with the sidewalk. Most of their names 


* and addresses were obtained by my prede- 


cesser and came to me in the files of the 
case: They were honest, respectable citi- 
zens, and Judge Goggin’s charge against 
them is ridiculous. 

“The best evidence of the good defense 
of the city and the honesty of its witnesses 


_ Was the fact that the jury in this, a personal 


injury case, were out only about an hour 
and brought in a verdict of not guilty—and 


stood 11 to 1 for the defendant—the city—. 


from the start. And the charges made by 
Judge Goggin against the office of the City 
Attorney are utterly without foundation. 
‘Ever since Judge Goggin has been upon 
the bench the sight of a policeman’s coat 
or star in eonnection with any case or the 
mention of the City of Chicago has been 
sufficient to put his Honor in a highly ex-

anger and resentment, but I will say that 
owing to Judge Goggin’s illness and weak-

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by, ex-Governor of Illinois, had a special 
fondness for the Woman's Building, and pur- 
chased much of the architectural orna- 
ment of the structure. He secured pedi- 
ments and reliefs and friezes and little 
angels, and with the material has practicilly 
reconstructed two sides of his home at Elk- 
hart, Ill. This, it is understood, is partly 
because the ex-Governor admired that sort 
of architecture and partly out of compli- 
ment to the women, 

The New York Building, one of the most 
cortly of the State edifices, was almost a 
complete failure as salvage. The fine mural 
paintings‘by Millet were on the plaster and 
had to be sacrificed. The lowa and Ohio 
buildings were annexed to other buildings 
and were scarcely worth tearing down. The 
Texas Building was another failure from the 
standpoint of the wreckers. Only part of 
the lllinois Building, it will be remembered, 
was left by fire—the rest went up in smoke 
one Sunday afternoon. The Washington 
Building, that excited such comment by its 
massive logs, was torn down and the tim- 
bers for the most part sawed up. A few 
still remain, with a miscellaneous collection 
of other relics, in the yards of the wrecking 
company at No. 30U5 Halsted street. 

Movable Sidewalk Taken Down. 

The moveable sidewalk was taken down for 
the material by a private individual: 

The booths and ticket stands were sold or 
given away, and may now be seen all over 
the South Side-—some of them shoe stores, 
others candy stands, and still others coal 
offices. Most of the turnstiles were sold to 
country towns, to be used on their fair 
grounds. 

Much of the lumber went into the new 
store and flat buildings erected since the 
fair closed. A good deal of the lumber also 
went out into the country, where it was used 
for the construction of barns and sheds. 

Of .the twenty buildings bought by the 
wreching company the seven largest were 
burned, leaving only the iron as salvage. 
The other thirteen did not have as much ma- 
terial together as one of those burned. The 
figures of the ecmpany show that the cost 
of labor in taking down these thirteen and 
removing the débris of the other seven was 
$150,000. 

Over 500,000 square feet of glass was sold 
to corn'ce men and florists. The latter used 
it in building greenhouses and the former 
sold it in their trade. 

All the gutta percha pipe used at. the 
World’s Fair was sold to the United States 
Commission of Fisheries at Gloucester, Mass., 
for $250. The underground pipe on the 
grounds went to the John Davis company, 
and was sold to small towns. 


Fisheries Building in Demand. 


The Fisheries Building had little salvage, 
but it was the one building in demand. Mr. 
Rogers started the ball rolling when he put 
in a bid for the glass. Then followed in- 
numerable applications for frogs, lizards, 
fish, and other ornaments from the columns. 
These little plaster ornaments were soonata 
premium, and a few of them are now being 
held at a fairly good price. 

There are thousands of flag-poles all over 
the West that were in use in some capacity 
or other at the Fair. Schools, convents, and 
universities bought specimens of staff work, 
some but a few pieces and others large col- 
lections. 

The fire of July 3, 1894, was especially dis- 
astrous to the art interests of the Fair. All 
the figures from the main buildings were 
taken down with the expectation there 
would be a demand for them, and more 
money could be made from them than from 
the regular salvage. Most of the little 
angels from the Woman's Building, the 
symbolic figures, reliefs, and so forth, were 
put in the Electrical Building, where it 
was intended to exhibit them prior to put- 
ting them on sale. The fire came and swept 
them all away. Prof. Swing had bought 
the ** Flower Girl ’’ which stood at the Horti- 
cultural Building entrance. He never got 
it. Scores of orders from all over the coun- 
try were on file, but none’ could be filled 
after the fire. H. N. Higinbotham, Marshall 
Field, Potter Palmer, T. B. Bryan, and 
scores of other residents of Chicago Were 
among the disappointed. 

Get Memorable Souvenirs. 

A few, however, did get memorable 
souvenirs. Mr. Higinbotham secured the 
four lions that kept guard at the base of 
the obelisk near the south lagoon. They now 
lord it over inoffensive ducks and chickens 
at Mr. Higinbotham’s farm at Elgin. 

The statue of Ber Franklin that stood 
in front of the Electricity Building, the work 
of Car! Rohl Smith, was bought by the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and is now ‘in 
Philadelphia. 

The statue of Columbus that stood before 
the Administration Building is now in the 
Field Columbian Museum. 

Mr. Rogers of Kansas Cty got seven of the 
eagles on the United States Government 
Building. One of the big lions, the one in 
the Horticultural Building, is at Fifty-ninth 
street and Monroe avenue, in a yard across 
the street from the Del Prado Hotel. 

Another statue of Columbus, which stood 
in front of Machinery Hall, was sold to 
Samuel H. Harris for $1. 
minus head and arms, on the grounds. 

The City of Denver bought the Indian on 
horseback, and cowboy, the two statues 
that excited such comment during the time 
the Fair was being held. 

The Park Commissioners still) own the 
group that stood about the main basin. One 
of the horoscope groups of the four races is 
in the museum of Jackson Park, the others 
were burned. 

Minerva and Julius Cesar still stand near 
the museum building. 

The celebrated Golden Gateway is still 
intact. It is being held by a local dealer in 
statuary, and was recently offered to the 
City of Cleveland for $1,200. 

Many persons interested in the Fair have 
secured collections of mementoes in the art 
line. 

Many Goverpors of States, most of the 
Board of Lady Managers, and a host of 
foreign celebrities have purchased souve-. 
nirs.
